Farmers Assured Square Deal 
From County Commissioners 


Answering a recent advertisement which apeared in 
The Gettysburg .Times and was headed: ‘‘Why Not Give 
Adam** County Farmers a Square Deal?” the present 
board of county commissionera calls attention to the fact 
that they have NOT said horses, mare* and neat cattle 
would be taxed this year. 
» 


True, the board has directed that such livestock be 
assessed as previously, but when the time comes for the 
hearing of tax appeals, the board will know positively 
what the purport of the 1927 legislature was in repeab 
ing part of the tax law of 1844. 


If the commissioners failed to have livestock assessed 
this year, and the repealer added by the recent legisla­ 
ture had been misinterprted, it would mean additional 
expense to the county to have the assessors do that part 
of their w’ork over again. 
It costs the county no more 
to have the assessors assess livestock 
along with per­ 
sonal property, etc. 


The presept board of county commissioners is not try­ 
ing to buck the state legislature. 
It never has and 
never will. 
And so far keeping taxes on farmers down 
to a minimum of safety, no previous board has done 
more than the present commissioners. 
It is likely, in­ 
deed, if livestock is left untaxed, that an occupation, or 
labor, tax will take its place. 
But the law now plainly 
says the farmer is exempt from occupation tax, and if 
such is the case, in two years many tenant farmers will 
not have the legal franchise of the ballot, in view of the 
fact that such a law to give the fanner an opportunity to 
obain a tax receipt would have to be passed by the 1929 
legislature before he could present such a tax receipt 
w hich the law requires as necessary to entitle him to vote. 
York county, wealthier than Adams in every way, can 
better afford to leave livestock untaxed. 
Leaving live­ 
stock untaxed in Adams county is bound to work a hard­ 
ship on the new board of commissioners to be elected in 
November, by reducing incomes for next year by about 
$6,000. 


Adams county s solicitor knows just as much law as 
the York county solicitor, but he is unwilling to go ahead 
and direct the local commissioners not to tax horses? 
mares and neat cattle until he has seen the phamphlet 
laws passed by the 1927 legislature. 
He has made ef­ 
forts to secure the new phamplet laws, but so far has 
been unable to learn anything definite. 


The farmers of Adams county may rest assured that 
the present board of commissioners has their interests 
at heart a nd will not take unfair or unjust advantage 
of them through illegal taxation!

PRESHNT FLAG TO SCHOOL 


Farmers Assured Square Deal 
From County Commissioners 


Answering a recent advertisement which apeared in 
The Gettysburg Times and was headed: “Why Not Give 
Adams County Farmers a Square Deal?” trhe present , 
hoard of county commissioners calls attention to the fact 
that they have NOT said horses, mares and neat cattle 
would be taxed this year. 


True, the board has directed that such livestock be 
assessed as previously, but when the time comes for the 
hearing of tax appeals, the board will know 'positively 
what the purport of the 1927 legislature was in repeal­ 
ing part of the tax law of 1844. 


If the commissioners failed to have livestock assessed 
•this year, and the repealer added by the recent legisla­ 
ture had been mi.sinterprted, it would mean additional 
expense to the county to have the assessors do that part 
of their work over again. 
It costs the county no more 
to have the assessors assess livestock 
along with per­ 
sonal property, etc. 


The present board of county commissioners is not try­ 
ing to buck the state legislature. 
It never has and 
never will. 
And so far keeping taxes on farmers down 
to a minimum of safety, no previous board has done 
more than the present commissioners. 
It is likely, in­ 
deed, if livestock is left untaxed, that an occupation, or 
labor, tax will take its place. 
But the law now plainly 
says the farmer is exempt from occupation tax, and If 
such is the case, in two years many tenant fanners will 
not have the legal franchise of the ballot, in view of the 
fact that such a law to give the farmer an opportunity to 
obain a tax receipt would have to be passed by the 1929 
legislature before he could present such a tax receipt 
which the law requires as necessary to entitle him to vote. 
York county, wealthier than Adams in every way, can 
better afford to leave livestock untaxed. 
Leaving live­ 
stock untaxed in Adams county is bound to work a hard­ 
ship on the new board of commissioners to be elected in 
November, by reducing incomes for next year by about 
$6,000. 


Adams county’s solicitor knows just as much law as 
the York county solicitor, but he is unwilling to go ahead 
and direct the local commissioners not to tax horses, 
mares and neat cattle until he has seen the phamphlet 
laws gassed by the 1927 legislature. 
He has made ef­ 
forts to secure the new phamplet laws, but so far has 
been unable to learn anything definite. 


The farmers of Adams county may rest assured that 
the present board of commissioners has their interests 
at heart a nd will not take unfair or unjust advantage 
of them through illegal taxation!
